KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 



The report for October 1st in made 
up from replies received from 144 
correspondents, representing [19 coun- 
ties. 

CORN. 

Drouth that prevailed over the 
greater portion of the State during 
the month of August spread over the 
wbole of the State during September. 
W ater, both for mau and beast, in 
many parts is becoming distressingly 
nice, and in some places stock are 
t ni y driven m. I,- to water, but 
e fed as iu winter mouths. Not a 
couuty reporting, from Pike to Ful 
ton, and from Campbell to Cumber- 
land, that does not tell of great dam 
age to crops from dry weather. In 
some localities the early planted corn 
in rich bottom land, where well culti 
vated, will mike a fair crop, but a 
large percent, has matured too early 
and will be light and chaffey aud 
looso od the cob. Masou, the only 
county reportiuK an average crop, has 
a yield of 40 bushels per acre, while 
the county of Daviess, where the 
drouth is the most distressing ever 
known in the history of the couuty, 
the average yield is ouly 13 bushels 
per acre. Owirg to the dry slate of 
the atmosphere the September frosts 
did but little damage to corn, and 
that was of the late planting. 9 per 
cent, is the estimated damage by 
frost in the State, and 23 bushels per 
is the estimated yield.

One obvious result of 
this method of transacting business 
is to wipe out the small retail traders, 
who cannot obtain the sextuple dis- 
counts which large dealers insist upon. 
The discount ayateni has penetrated 
almost every trade, from the Bellini 

of po nd ero u s power punches to littl 
pills; and the only advantage of i 
prinled price list, is to beguile the un 
initiated retail purchaser inlo the be- 
lief that he is securing a bargain when 
he buys nn article at a cost leu than 
the printed price list. 

A few years ago, before the de- 
partment stores embraced 80 wide a 
range of sales, the hook publishers 
sold books at retail often at the full 
list price, and the catalogue with 
prices attached was conspicuously 
displayed and consulted for the pur- 
chaser's benefit. If the purchaser, 
however, "knew the ropes" lie could 
always obtain at least ten per cent, 
discount, and often a great deal more 
than this. Now the purchaser is re- 
lieved of the necessity of this coun- 
ter play by purchasing the book at a* 
fixed price, at a department store. 
When the depart mcnt st ore first began 
to sell books the retail purchasers 
could actually obtain new books 
cheaper at their counters than by buy- 
ing directly from the publishers. 
Book publishers do not now seem to 
be able to meet the competition of 
rival retail sellers of their own prod- 
ucts, and are giving up the attempt, 
ft is evident that trade discounts hate 
attained such a height of absurdity 
that the whole system has become 
top heavy, and is liable to fall at any 
moment.— Philadelphia liecord. 
Curious Customs.

(kydra-ciilture. Indeed, in thissmnll 
nnd Insignificant aquarium I have n 
flock of fresh-water polype, called 
"hydtae," full of intere'st, full of 
wonder, i envy Trcmbley, who in 
1744 published "A Memoir on the 
Kro-h- Water l'olvp," the intense 
pleasure he felt in unraveling the 
life history of these creatures. Be 
was investigating the unknown when 
he studied the strange phenomena 
connected with them, and was trans- 
ported with astonishment. 1 know, 
from the labor of other?, what to 
expect, nnd yet I am lost in wonder. 

We may be thankful that these an- 
imals are as small ns they arc; for, 
if they Wert only a few feet in length, 
we should have in our water world 
many a repetition of the devastation 
said to have been caused by the Lor- 
naenn llvdra, whose destruction was 
one of the gigailtic labors of the hero 
Hercules. As it is, the longest you 
can find is only nn inch in length. 
They can, however, be easily fccii with 
the 'unaided eye, and with the help 
of a pocket lens can to some extent 
be studied. In fact, Trcmbley, the 
famous observer of them, had noth- 
ing better. It is only <vhen we wi.-h 
to examine minute details that the 
use of the elaborate microscope i- 
called for.

THE IRISH BROGUE. 

A Simple Rule That Writers in Dialect 
Should Observe. 

h correspondent of the Pall 
Mali Gazette says: 

'"In your review of Mr. Slacnam- 
ra's. 'Irish Idylls, you very truly ob- 
erve that no Irish peasant speaks of 
he 'priest' as 'pruste,' and it is more 
than surprising that a writer with 
such a name could make such a gross 
Many writers, however, fall 
ar errors, notably Mr. Kip- 
ling, who makes Private Mulvaney 
ipeak of her majesty as the 'quane.' 
There is a simple rule which writers 
affecting an Irish brogue would do 
well to become acquainted with, and 
thus avoid offending the e 
Irish reader who knows anything of 
he matter. Words containing the 
'ombination 'ea,' such as tea, meat, 
etc., are pronounced as if spelled tay, 
mate, etc. Again, words with 'ei,' 
such as receipt, are pronounced re- 
sate; but no words containing the 
lombination 'ie' are ever given that 
;ouud. No Irishman mispronounces 
jelief, priest, chief. This is also true 
of the words containing the double 
such as beef, seen, feel, or queen, with 
me single exception, the word queer, 
rhioh, 5ddly enough, they call quare. 
And the peculiarity of Irishmen in 
this matter is readily explained 
When English was first taught in 
that country the first three vowels 
were given the same sound as they 
sses-: in all Latin countries to-day.

PEACOCK FARMING. 
The Blrila Require Cnreful Feeding, 
Bat Very Little Mimasement. 

Raising peacocks tind pheasants h 
new business in this country. To sup- 
ply their wants a number of million- 
aires are importing eggs and birds from 
{England. 

George Vanderbilt is among the 
ber. He has already I lot of peacocks 
of the breed curiously called "Ja- 
panned" — perhaps because their feath- 
ers have a metallic, lacquer-like glitter- 
ing. They are often spoken of as the 
Japanese or Japan peacock. Theodore 
JIavemeyer has recently imported a lot 
of pheasant eggs of the choicest breed. 
He sent them to his model farm, Hall- 
way, N. J., and then invited a company 
of bantam hens to hatch out the young 
birds. 

Peacocks, although not a common 
■iglit in this country, are occasionally 
•een; pheasants are even more rare— 
but, as already said, a demand ans arisen 
Sot them, and a lucrative business 
ahould be carried on in dealing with 
both eggs and the birds. 

In Suffolk, England, there is a pheas- 
ant mew upon one estate where more 
*,han 100,000 eggs are sold annually, says 
the Boston Globe. To visit Warwick 
a*stle is to see peacocks in all their 
fclory, indeed the place is famous for 
these birds, of which the handsomest 
axe white. 

Having bceome possessed of a pair of 
peafowls, they require very little man- 
agement, but must be carefully fed. If 
foe/pt in confinement they keep upa pret- 
ty substantial living themselves; it 
■Must be seen to that they have plenty 
of water and grain and occasionally 
fresh vegetables. In winter they must 
Jiave a sheltered home. In summer 
Ithey avail themselves of the sheltered 
trees and in some secluded nook the 
pest is made. The hen should be left 
*o her own meditations and not inter- 
fered with while she is on the nest 
batching eggs.

fixed houses, convenieniis for water- 
ing, feeding, cleaning, etc., can be intro- 
duced, which it would not lie feasible to 
introduce into movable, hpus.es. Rv 
providing two yards foreneli pen, which 
can be done with a little foresight in 
laying out the hennery, the objection to 
foul enrth can be overcome. 

These yards can be used on alternate 
years, the year in which they are 
used by the fowls geing devoted tc 
growth of a crop of clover. By having 
portable fences, and tbe yards upon op-

The 
houses, for winter use, however, should 
lie provided with a floor. During the 
winter they can l>e drawn together so 
as to nvoid n large amount of travel in 
caring for the fowls. — Country Oentle-

How BirJs Take Advantage of It to 
Reach a Great Height. 
Birds understand wind nn<l nil it* 
vagaries, and (hey turn them all to 
account. Many problems which 
men of science; ii'ip compelled to class 
amotif,' those which they hope to 
aolve some ilav, or, perhaps, despair 
of wiving, a young bird begins t<> 
work i nl directly he i* Hedged. I 
will take some typical caws in which 
a bird derives help from the wind. 
Ilrwill he found that the wind, if it 
is ; to lift n bird. supplementing the 
work of his wing*, or even doing 
fill the lifting must cither nmvc in an 
upward direction, or if it does not 
deviate from the hoifcontnl, il nnisl 
Lie of unequal veloeily. A wind that 
is pneqital, or not uniform, tuny 



horizontal breeze cannot lift or main- 
tain a benw body in the air unless 
that bods has nnnnentmnof its own. 
Wfi do better than still air,«iuce the 
bird — vrt must 1 rv to pnl ourselves 
In his position— becomes part of the 
roaring current. The momentum 
required he derives cither from his 
own wing-beat- or from the inequal- 
ities of the wind. 

When a bird rises with wings out- 
spread and motionless, there uinst be 
inequality, supposing that the wind 
is horizontal. A lark, when he is fly- 
ing upward — always singing in spite 
of the steepness of the incline, as if 
to show how easy it is— invariably 
faces the wind. When he turns away 
from it he ceases to rise and generally 
loses elevation. When he wishes 
again to rise, be turns bis head to- 
ward the wind. To take another in- 
etnace: A cormorant, sated at last, 
wishes to join his comrades who are 
drying their wings on a rock not far 
off. The wind is blowing toward the 
rock in question; accordingly, he bo- 
gins by flying in the opposite direc- 
<tion, so that the wind may assist him 
tis be struggles to rise from the wnter. 
JJI'his feat accomplished, he turns 
' round nnd makes all sail for his dest i- 
nation. The lark nnd the cormorant 
are quite right in thinking that the 
wind will help to lift them, but it does 
60 only because it increases in velo- 
city as they rise. Near the surface of 
the. land or the sea it is retarded by 
ifrfction. 

An anemometer reveals a Yery 
marked increase in velocity at suc- 
cessive elevations not far from the 
ground. By means of kites experi- 
ments have been made up to a height 
«i 1,000 feet and even there the in- 
t.wease continues, though it is much 
more gradual. Were it not for the in- 
crease of velocity with altitude, the 
lark, after his first jump from the 
ground, would, but for his own ef- 
forts, move backward with the wind. 
It would not lift him any more than 
it will lift a balloon from which the 
gas has escaped. But perpetually 
passing from a slower to a more rapid 
current (in theory it is convenient to 
divide the air into definite strata), he 
lias alwavs an inertia which enables 
the wind' to lift him. lit* is still, so 
to speak, part of the slowly moving 
stratum below when he emerges into 
the rapidly moving stratum 
above. In fact, he illus- 
trates the principle of the kit( — in- 
ertia, which is-equivaleiit to momen- 
tum, taking the place of llie string. 
|As long as the kite is held by the 
istring, it will rise; cut the siring, and 
the wind willat once resign it to the 
'mercies of <;ravitation. 

We see. then, that if a lark vrishee 
jthe wind to help him to rise, he must 
iface it — incline his body forward, as 
a kite is inclined; and, further, thai 
the inequality of the wind must give 
•him inertia or liiomsmtiitn, or else his 
•wings will hnve to raise him without 
.assistance-. When gulls advance at 
jright angles without any beating of 
(their wings, the principle applied is 
tHj^ame. From some slight elevn- 
.tir rfthey glide downwards till they 
inre near the ground or the surface of 
:the sea, then (possihlv by a twist at 
the waist) they turn suddenly and 
face the wind, which lifts them to 
their former elevation; after which 
* the process, begins again. It may bo 
that when birds soar, i. e., riso in 
spirals without moving their wings, 
they are availing themselves a 1 eaqh 
JBflward step of the increasing ve!o-

Big and Little Brains. 

The biggest brain in existence is 
that of the elephant, though not in 
proportion to the size of the animal, 
lint the matter of proportion does not 
seem to he of absolute importance as 
an index of mentality.
